I indicated in previous newsletters that I wrote to the archives of 
the city of Antwerp; a few weeks ago I received a very/courteous 
reply from Dr. J. Van Roey, archivist of the city of Antwerp. 

I will list below the questions asked and the answers received. 

_Q.* Are the documents listed in " Major Genealogical Record Sources 
"for Belgium " page 5* (I had enclosed a photocopy of it) open to the 
public ? 

A* yes. 

Q_. Does the word " Vierschaar " mean Tribunal ? 

A. yes. 

Q_. Is it possible from American records like this one ( I had enclosed 
a photocopy of the emigration index card of an ancestor of Loretta 
Demant, which listed just names, date of arrival, port of entry, etc. 
but no exact place of origin what’s so ever) to find in the archives 
kept by the city of Antwerp the exact place of origin of these people? 

And what steps should be taken to do so? 

A_. It depends on the case, one has to analyze each individual cases, 

[take into consideration all aspects of the case, examine various 
[possibilities and try more than one way of doing research. 

A great experience in this type of research and a deep knowledge of 
[the archives are necessary to be successful in such research. 

[Could you give me more informations, how many " fiches" are you interested 
[to use to start off with? Are you going to limit your search to that 
' : of Belgians or will you also include American citizens and others from 
various countries who came thru the Port of Antwerp ? 

Now it’s my turn to answer Mr. Van Roeys’questions, but because I 
have no knowledge of the Archi. ves of the City of Antwerp , my 
best move would be to meet with Mr. Van Roey and become acquainted 
first hand with the. important sources of informations kept in the 
Archives of Antwerp. Will let you know what happens. 

I also wrote to " Muse'e Royale de l'Armee et de l'Histoire Militaire" 

Q. What is the Chibert and Colin collection? is it open to the public? 

A. I do not know of the Chibert collection, perhaps you mean Brouwet 
Collection, whigh is an impressive collection of records relating to 
the 1st. Empire'- mainly decorations - and also a rich library also 
about the 1st Empire*, it’s open to the public. The Colin Collection 
is made of many thousands of genealogical records researched by 
Colin, a musicologist and ex-archivist of the City of Brussels, it’s 
open to the public. 

Q, Do you know of any books/theses which could help us understand 
Belgiums* regiments and the various ways the Belgian Army recruited 
its soldiers ? 

A. There are many books about the Belgian Army} right now, the Museum 
is printing a Belgian military history with more than 9»000 titles ! 

There is also a quite recent book by Luc A. Lecleir, L’Infanterie . 
Filiat io ns et Ti’adition.s , 1972; anti 2 other books also very 
interesting; by Ch. Terlinden, His t oire Militaire des Beiges 1966, 2vols. 
and E. Wandy, Le Milieu Militaire Beige de 1831 a"193^ compiled in

in one administrative office? also he mentions that to make a copy 
of a microfilm it cost $ 6.00 - the new pi*ice that we are paying ($2,00) 
doesn't even come close to it. Ted received a very nice letter from 
the secretary of Wakken who gave him the following informations about 
the Coucke/Cook family who left Wakken for the U.S. Sept. 8, 1849

This family left with 39 other people from Wakken, the trip took 109 
days - 

The town of Wakken is very old, it was mentionned for the first time in 
the history of Flanders in 1200, long before some big cities of Flanders 
were born. The population of Wakken is of about 2,600 inhabitants which 
is about the same number of people who were’living in Wakken during 
the Middle .Ages. 

Wakken belongs now with Oeselgem, Markegem and Dentergem to one town 
officially named DENTERGEM. 

Ted Cook was lucky enough to go to Salt Lake and was able to find a 
lo^ of informations about his ancestors, he had to wait one day before 
vieing the Belgian microfilms which are kept in the vaults. (People 
living in the Salt Lake area, have to order the microfilms and wait 
for them like anybody else in the branch libraries - in Ted's case 
an exeption was made).

Flemish Fricadelles 
(Meatballs poached 
in lemon sauce) 

Serves 4. 

Meat: 

1 tb. butter 

V6 cup finely chopped onions 

2 slices homemade type fresh 
white bread (crusts removed) 

2 tb. milk (or heavy cream) 
One-third lb. lean pound beef 
One-third lb. lean ground pork 
One-third lb. lean ground veal 

(or substitue with pound turkey if 
necessary) 

(Ask your butcher to grind 
these three ingredients together) 

3 flat anchovy fillets, coarsely 
chopped (or substitute 1 tsp. an¬ 
chovy paste) 

2 tb. finely chopped fresh 
' irsley 
2 eggs 

1 tsp. finely grated lemon peel 

tsp. salt 

Yi tsp. finely ground black pep¬ 
per 

Cook the chopped onions slowly, 
without browning in the butter. 
Tear the bread into small pieces, 
add the milk or cream and mix 
well. Add the other ingredients 
and knead vigorously with both 
hands. Then put the mixture 
again through the finest blade of a 
meat grinder or process with the 
steel blade in the food processor. 
Moistening your hands with cold 
water, shape the mixture into 
equal sized balls about 1 inch In 
diameter. 

Poaching broth 

2 qt. water '/ 

2 medium-sized onion pierced 
with 1 whole clove . 

1 bay leaf 
1 clove garlic 
1 tsp. salt 

Bring all this to a boil over high 
heat, and boil uncovered for 15 
-minutes. Then drop in the meat 
ills. Simmer uncovered for 20 
minutes, until the fricadelles rise 
to the surface. Take out the 
fricadelles cover them with 
aluminum foil to avoid darkening 
of the meat. Strain the poaching 
liquid through a fine sieve and 
save to make the sauce. 


sauce 

4 tb. butter 
■1 tb. flour 

3 tb. fresh lemon juice .. 

1 tb. capers (optional but ex¬ 
cellent) 

2 egg yolks mixed with 2 tb. 
milk or cream 

2 tb. sour cream (optional) 

Melt the butter, when the foam 
.bsides stir In the flour and cook 

without letting it brown. When the 
mixture starts to foam pour in 3 
cups of poaching liquid and bring 
to a boil, stirring constantly with a 
wire whisk until the sauce 
thickens and is smooth. Reduce 
heat, add lemon juice and capers. 
Simmer uncovered for 15 minutes 
stirring occasionally. Add the egg 
yolk and cream mixture as well as 
the sour cream. Taste for season¬ 
ing. Add meat balls and simmer • 
until heated. 

Traditionally this is served over 
plain boiled potatoes, but is very 
good with plain rice. As an ac¬ 
companying vegetable dish serve 
braised leeks and-or a tossed 
salad. :

Belgium - September, 197B - A Resumfi 

On Wednesday, September 13 , members of the Peninsula Belgian-Amerlean 
Club left Green Pay by bus for Chicago's O'Hare Field, We boarded a KLK 
747 at 5i30 P.K., bound for Amsterdam. By midnight, our time, the sun was 
rising in the east. We landed about mid-morning and changed planes for 
Brussels, Just a short flight from Amsterdam. From there we were bussed 
to Namur where a crowd was awaiting us at the centre Fablola at the top of 
the Citadelle. 

We were greeted by people whom we had met the previous year in America. 
Through the courtesy of the Belgian Wallonle-Wisconsln Club, we were served 
a typical Belgian dinner consisting of potage (soup), avlances (sausages 
wrapped in pastry), tartes (real Belgian pie), and plenty of beer! This 
was the first of many stomach-filling experiences. There was much conver¬ 
sation, too, and planning for the two weeks in Belgium. 

One of my Blnon cousins and his wife, and seven or eight Defnet cousins 
came to meet us. It was here that we became aware of the language problem 

-something I hadn't worried about beforehand. I had translated many 

documents, and we had listened to records and tapes to learn some pronun¬ 
ciation. We found this to be grossly inadequate. As the days went on, 
we were even more sorry we had not taken French lessons! 

During the next two weeks, we were treated with great concern and kind¬ 
ness. We became acquainted with many relatives and new friends. We were 

invited to many different homes-more than we could visit in the two weeks' 

time! The food was very good and plenty of it. There were a few things 
we were unaccustomed to eating, such as mussels, eel, tongue, and strong 
cheese. I must mention that the "frites" were most delicious. We called 
them French fries, but were told they should be called Belgian fries because 
they were made famous by the Belgians! The variety of wine seemed endless! 
Wine, beer, and sometimes coffee, were served at every lunch and dinner. 
Drinking water had to be requested. This was most difficult to get used 
to. The tap water in Belgium is not good, so water for drinking is pur¬ 
chased in bottles» even in restaurants. The Belgian people, however, 
seldom drink water! 

In Namur we attended receptions at both the City Hall and the Province 
Hall. We were given a tour of the Citadelle which had only recently been 
opened to the public, and we viewed the art treasures at the Museum. We 
visited several churches, and did some shopping in the many stores in the 
city. Our trip to Belgium was scheduled to coincide with the annual Ker- 
miss in Namur which lasts for three days. The highlight of the celebra¬ 
tion was an invitation to march in the Memorial Day parade behind the U.S. 
Army band to the military cemetery in Namur. As we approached the cemetery 
gate, we were applauded by the Belgian people. This gave me goosebumps and 
brought tears to my eyes. These people have endured many hardships and 
have not forgotten the assistance received from America during the Wars. 

Other places we visited included Brugge, Brussels, Gembloux, Ottlgnies, 
Ceroux-Mousty, Rochefort, Chevetogne, Denee, Notre Dame de Foy, Jambes, 

Grand Leez (Defnet place of origin), Longchamps and Trieux-des-Frenes 
(Blnon places of origin), and Blanden and Oud-Heverlee (ancestral homes of 
Lurqulns and Devroeys). Genealogically speaking, I did not accomplish a 
lot. The gravestones In the many cemeteries we visited were not old. 
land is scarce and, as a result, the burial plots are kept for only 25 or 
50 years and then resold. Through the courtesy of a cousin of mine, who 
is a Town official, I was able to look at the record book showing the 
birth of my Great-grandfather Blnon. It was a great thrill for me to see 
the villages from where my ancestors came. 



Perhaps, some day I shall again be able to visit Belgium, become 
reacquaintcd with .the wonderful people, and see the beautiful flowers 

-flowers, flowers, everywhere! In the meantime, I'll look over and 

over at ny three albums of photographs, look at the books and feel the 
lace given to us as gifts, ’write letters, and try to learn some more 
French!

Margot Hykes was very happy to find Macquenoise on the map of Hainaut 
published in Belgian Laces # 9* it was also on her own map of Belgium 
but perhaps because it was too detailed , she had not been able to 
find it before, she says » " My Hagemans grandfather's family owned 
property at Macquenoise, and some of the happiest times of an otherwise 
rather lonely motherless boyhood (his mother died when he was six) 
were spend there on school vacations. He even wrote a book about that 
area " Les Nuits du Garde, Souvenirs du Pays Wallon " by Paul Hagemans, 
Bruxelles, Imprimerie Felix Callewaert Pere, Ve.

MEUX• Province of Namur 


Commune of the county and 1 mile V/. of Dhuy, of the district and 
2 3/4 miles N.N.W. of Namur. It's bordered N. by Liernu and St. Germain, 
fi. by Dhuy, S. by St. Denis, W. by Lonzee and Grand-Leez. Its hamlets 
are Tripsee, Racour, Mehagnoul and Le Moulin. It cavers about 2,288 acres, 
and it's watered by the Mehaigne springs. The landscape is uneven with 
gentle slopes. The best land is made of dry argile and is located on high 
ground; the soil is also aigileous in the lower section but .it's too 
humid and too cold. Some less productive sections are sandy and marshy, 
or located on top of plastic argile. 

The main crops are of wheat, oats and rye} barley in lesser amount. 

Various vegetables, fodder, not many appletrees - j6o acres of community 
woods where the death wood is now in process of being removed. The 
crops rotation is done every 6 years * 1st year, wheat and barley; 

2sd year, rye mixed with clover which is harvested during the 3^d. 
year; 4th year, wheat; 5th. year, oats and fodder; 6th. year, rest. 

The farming of 1 bonnier (3 1/3 acres) cost 22 florins; fertilizers 
used are i dungs, lime and peat ashes. Horses are raised for the 
light cavalry and for artillery. Many cattleheads and pigs. Farmyards 
are full of chicken, pigeons and ducks; very little bee keeping; hares, 
partridges and quails in little numbers. 

The population is made of 502 men and 521 women, for a total of 1023 
inhabitants. There are 6 farms, 1?0 rural houses - most made of wood 
and argile with-thatched roofs. There is a recently built church; 
a town hall and an elementary school. Mrs. de Legilon has a country 
house in Meux. 

Commerce and Industry* Export of farming goods and cattle heads - 
spinning and weaving of hemp and flax. There are 2 flour windmills; 

2 blacksmiths; 2 wheelwrights and 4 merchants of wood and grains. 

This commune is located 2 miles from the main roads leading from 
Namur to Brussels and from Namur to Leuven; at 1 mile of the road 
going fi’om Namur to Gembloux. There are a- few secondary roads crossing 
the commune which are almost unusable during the winter . 

There are 3 brick culverts and 6 made of wood. 

WAKKEN, Province of West Flanders 

Gemeente of the county and at 7/8 mile E. 1/4 N.E. of Oost-Roosebeke, 
of the district and at 3 1/3 miles N.E. of Kortrijk and at 5 3/^ miles 
S.S.E. of the main-town of the province. Its sections are * Oosthoek, 
Molen-Couter, Baille-Couter. The waterway Le Mandelbeke separate 
this gemeente from that of St. Baafs-Vijve. Theta is oncpond. 

The land is flat, 2/3 sandy, 1/3 argileous. The main crop is rye, but 
there are also some crops of wheat, buckwheat, barley, oat, horse beans, 
flax, rapeseeds,fodder, vegetables and fruits. In average, this, 
produces 3,000 bushels of wheat, o,000 of rye, 1,806 oi rapeseed 

of oats, 600 bushels of flax seeds. The rotation of crops is done as 
follows* 1st. year, flax; 2sd year, rye; 3rd. year,rapeseeds or oats» 

4 th. year, clover; 5th. year, wheat or rye; 6th. year, potatoes or oats; 

7th. year, flax or rye. The main fertilizers used byfarmers tobetter 
theland is mostly a mixture of seeds (used to make oil) soaked in 
urine from caffle, ashes* dungs* horse manure and caffle iiianure* also 
lime but mostly for dense soil. There are horses,cattle heads, pigs, 
sheep and fowl. Not many beehives nor game animals. Many fishes are 
found in Le Mandelbeke, like pikes, perch, carp, tench and eels.
